No one would deny 
teenagers can and do have 
very real -problems trying 
to cope with situations 
largely the result of their 
parents actions or forces 
beyond their immediate 
control. The musical 
“Kids” which premiered 
Saturday and Sunday 
nights at East High Schoo! 
attempted to lve into 
some teenage an- 
tagonisms., : 

Unfortuantely, “Kids” 
failed to reveal with any 
substance a grasp of the 
problems. tunted by 
numerous musical num- 
bers whose lyrics. were 
mediocre at best, local ac- 
tors and actresses who 
mostly didn't, and a plot 
that would have us accept 
the American Dream 
without revealing why - the 
play ends up being simply 
ludicrous. 

And with scenes that 
become fantasy after fan- 
tasy as the action 
progresses. “Kids'’ doesn't 
appeal to the satirical or 
lampoon minded. The 
play’s attempt to be didac- 
tic never achieves it, and 
the appeal it does have is 
its musical lines and fan- 
tas that saves the 
audience from utter 
boredom. 

Local producer Dean 
Francis wrote the lyrics, 
music, dialogue and story 
of what comes across

more as a simple 
children’s play rather than 
a eee Oanenahig aa 
teen ‘ en . the 
play depict 
black and white, and their 
response to the 
sociological forces which 
shape their lives. 

Jerry Madison, the biack 
student (played by Mel 
Griffin), and- Paul Comp- 
ton, the white student 
(played by Tom Alkire), are 
contrasted after they meet 
in an integrated classroom, 
the result of ‘busing. 
Neither's performance, 
both laced with singing, 
has enough depth to make 
them believable, which is 
partly attributable to the 


‘plot. 


It is this superficiality of 
the story line that damages 
the play more than any of 


its other shortcomings. Af- T; 


ter Jerry vehemently 
protests busing (he never 
says why), acquires his 
reality from viewing 
television, faces a literally 
monstrous judge in a 
scene of pure make- 
believe, he suddenly chan- 
nels his frustrations of 
growiag up without a 
father (who has deserted 
his mother) into worthwhile 
energies to reach the 
American Dream of suc- 
cess. How he does so is 
left for the“audience to 
supply. 

The character Paul is 
perhaps even more super- 
ficial. He isn't hostile

Store 
in airtight containers in a 
refrigerator or in a cool 
place imbedded in moist 
sand or sawdust. Better to 
dig up only as you need 
them though. You can 
muich the bed once the 
soil has frozen slightly. 

Bulbs can be planted up 
to the time the ground 
freezes. Daffodils are bet- 
ter planted by the end of 
September, though. Make 
sure the planting site is 
well drained. Apply ‘bone 
meal before planting as a 
good source of 
phosphorous. After the 
ground freezes this . fall, 
muich the new planting 
with four or five inches of a 
mulch materia, or 
evergreen boughs. 

There are a couple of 
ways to store geraniums 
over winter. You can pull 
them up by the roots and 
hang them upside down in 
a cool cellar (remove most 
of the soil from the roots) 
and pick off all leaves that 
decay, of cut the plant 
back part way and pot it up 
in a room or near a window 
where temperatures do not 
drop_below 55 degrees.

Court ruled that Blacks 
were not citizens of the 
United States. 

Of course, the Bakke 
case was no such. Quite 
simply, it was to determine 
if more Blacks were to be 
allowed the opportunity to 
move into the economic 
‘mainstream of American 
life. 

After the memorable 
sixities, when Blacks mar- 
ched and demonstrated for 
something as basic in 
America as the right to 
vote and decent housing, 
among others, the federal 
government began 
pushing what it termed cal 
firmative” action in trying 
to correct much of the past 
injustices to minorites. 
Because Blacks are most 
visibly identified as 
minorities, and are clearly 
most victimized by in- 
justices, they surely were 
to benefit — and have — 
from such action. 

It is ironic that am in- 
stitution which never em- 
braced the concept of af- 
firmative action set itself 
up as its defender. The 
University of California at 
Davis established a pian to 
correct past discrimination 
by setting aside 16 of 100 
medical school seats for 
entering students, for 
minorities, though the 
university later suc- 
cessfully argued before the 
Supreme Court that it had 
not previously discrimi- 
nated against minorities, or 
non-whites. 

Alan Bakke contended 
that he was the victim of 
“reverse discrimination”

Mr, Bayard Rustin 
knowledgeable man that one is 
reluctant to disagree with anything 
he says, especially when it concerns 
civil rights and constitutional govern- 
ment, 

However, in a recent column, 
Rustin confuses two mutually ex- 
Clusive issues which can be tied 
together only as a means of testing 
certain possible definitions of 
freedom relative to the social 
systems and the economic wealth of 
specific countries under comparison. 

Although it may be true that 
African and other so-called Third 
World countries are some of the 
worst violators of human rights, and 
that the absence individual freedoms 
“is almost certain to guaran- 
tee...wretched poverty, scandalous 
inequality, and rampant political 
repression,” it must be borne in mind 
that Western constitutional forms of 
government are often sustained by 
their continued economic ex- 
Ploitation of developing nations. And 
this is an issue for American labor 
unions to‘address. . 

Any definition of freedom must 
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is such a_ reflect the economic system of which 


it is the concrete legal expression. 
To say that western constitutional 
governments are an expression of 
bourgeois capitalism is not 
necessarily to denigrate capitalism 
nor that class to which it gave rise. 

Rustin is of course correct when 
he states that denial of human rights 
, Whether by blacks or by whites is not 
to be condoned. 

If the prospects of freedom in 
Africa and other Third World coun- 
tries is not promising today, as he 
says, then perhaps it is because 
these countries have been unable to 
impose upon the major industrial 
nations a new economic order as 
they threatened to in 1975. Until this 
relationship of dependency between 
the North and South is changed, the 
internal development within the 
Third World will continue to foster 
greed and corruption. Any discussion 
about freedom is therefore an 
economic one. And it is precisely in 


this area that constitutional govern- | 


ments of the West are most 
vulnerable relative to the Third 
World.

If it does nothing else, this ruling 


narrowly defined racial focus. 
Predominantly Black schools were 
not unequal because they were 
Black. They were unequal, and 
herein lies the main thrust of the 
1954 decision, because they lacked 
the economic resources available to 
white schools. 

The Supreme Court in its 1954 
ruling. sought to provide Blacks 
greater access to the economic 
marketplace, for it reasoned, correc- 
tly we think, that equal educational 
opportunity pre-supposes economic 
parity in public school funding.

On Being Dependent 


Have blacks become too depen- 
dent on the federal government for 
their socioeconomic well-being and 
political survival? 

That appears to be the central 
question emerging from the recent 
discussions involving welfare, 
Proposition 13, and a host of other 
social welfare, affirmative action 
programs now under review. 

Perhaps this dependency on the 
federal government was at first 
necessary in order to free blacks of 
those restrictions imposed by 
southern debt peonage and racial 
discrimination. 

But this intervention by govern- 
ment on behalf of black people has 
begun to have demoralizing effects. 
tt has fostered a dependency not 
unlike the one which existed in the 
paternalistic South. In other words, 
blacks have increasingly tied their 
own fate to that of the Democratic 
Party. 

Every four years, during the 
presidential elections, blacks must 
face the political will of an American 
public narrow in its vision and par- 
tisan in its attitudes.

The very liberal agenda which 
cracked the walls of an entrenched 
racist and segregationist South 
stands now as a hindrance to further 
black political action. Reformist in 
outiook, this agenda persists in its 
manipulation of the black voter; it 
refuses to address the basic 
economic issues which keep blacks 
at the mercy of seasonal! politics. 

But the black problem is no longes 
a sociological one. And it is 
becoming increasingly more difficult 


to define it in moral terms. Blacks are 
on the verge of becoming a systemic 
underclass. 

Proposition 13 and other middle 
class inspired tax-cut proposais 
serve as a warning: Americans are 
no longer willing to buy off black 
unemployment and mis-education 
through social welfare programs. 
These programs have become too 
expensive. 

The class struggle so long ob- 
scured by racism and liberal 
moralism will become more explicit 
as conflicts over housing, jobs, and 
education heats up between lower- 
class whites and inner-city blacks. 

The federal government is already 
being neutralized or disarmed by the 
right relative to its ability to play a 
mediating role in this shift toward 
state-centered politics. 

Blacks must therefore develop a 
new relationship with the federal 
government, one which recognizes 
that government intervention on the 
part. of blacks is a thing of the past. 

Economic self-determination 
rather than social welfare must be 
emphasized. When President Carter 
signed the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill 
this past week, it signaled an end to 


the New Deal. Humphrey-Hawkins- 


calls for massive govérnment in- 
tervention at the precise moment that 
goverment is retreating from such 
actions. 


Before the ink had dried’ on Hum- 
phrey-Hawkins, the president's chief 
economic advisors were stating 
publicly that the problem facing the 
country was inflation rather than 
unemployment, and that higher 
unemployment might be one of the

The 1978 election shows that, seen in the long per- - 


spective of history, much has changed. In 1963, 
Medgar Evers was murdered in Mississippi. In 1978, 
his brother won a fourth of the state’s vote for the 
Senate seat held by an old-line segregationist. 

In 1963, Strom Thurmond was riding high as the 
champion of Dixie racism. in 1978, he was an equal 
opportunity employer and he was kissing black 

and campaigning in black districts for votes. 

But black voting power is still more of a potential 


than a real one. The black vote elected c 


weapon 
Jimmy Carter in 1976, but in 1978 it demonstrated its ~ 


effectiveness in only several contests. 

it is absolutely imperative to maximize black 
political participation. Low voter turnouts deprive us 
of one of our basic weapons of self-defense. 

At the same time, candidates who lost because they 
expected black votes to help them should not com- 
plain about low voter turnout. In many cases, they did 
very little to excite the black community, to campaign 
in it, or to make a real effort to get out the black vote. 

Too often liberal candidates refused to go after the 
black vote for fear of alienating more conservative 
white districts, and the inevitable result was that 
black voters could not believe that the professed 
liberal who ignored them in the campaign would sud- 
denly become interested in their problems after the 
election. 

Where blacks had a major stake in the outcome of 
the election, they heavily, as in Philadelphia 
where they were instrumental in destroying Mayor 
Rizzo's plans for a third term. 

Black voters again demonstrated that they are not 
wedded to a single party. They demonstrated that the 
Democratic Party could not count on their votes when 
the Democratic candidate was perceived as being 

jainst black interests or when the Republican can- 
didate had a track record of fighting for civil rights. 

This :was most obvious in Massachusetts, where 
black voters supported Republican Senator Edward 
Brooke's losing effort to keep his seat and-also voted 
in large numbers for a liberal Republican running 
against a conservative Democrat. And in Iilinois, 
Republican Senator Charies Percy was re-elected 


with the help of many black votes the Democrats 


counted on. 
‘_ Elsewhere in the nation, blacks either voted for 
Republican candidates perceived as being more 
favorable to their interests, or simply abstained from 
peed He Democrats who refused to actively seek 
their lots. 


The most disturbing thing about the election of 
1978 was that the political center of gravity appears to 
have shifted slightly to the right, a shift that was

The boundaries of the electoral debate were set by 
those who want to cut taxes, cut government, cut 
social programs that help the poor, and cut programs’ 
that enhance equal opportunities. 

Supporters of an activist, socially responsive 
government were on the defensive. Most of them 
muted their liberalism. They accepted the wrong 
ground rules and joined in the attack on government 
spending and inflation. without also stressing the 
need for full employment and for urban revitalization. 

As a result, the 96th Congress is likely to be as 
negative as the dismal 95th Congress it succeeds.

Langevin Says Bakke Case 


Strengthens Affirmative 
Action For Minorities 


Capital University Presi- 
dent Dr. Thomas H. 
Langevin, addressing the 
Columbus Urban League's 
luncheon Thursday, said 
the Supreme Court's 
Bakke decision was a 
positive one because it 
allows colleges and 
universities with voluntary 
affirmative action ad- 
missions programs for 
minorities to continue 
them. 

Langevin said initial 
reaction to the Court's 
decision was negative 
because of the decision’'s 
ambiquity. But rather than 
weaken affirmative action 
programs, the Court's 
decision strengthens them, 
he said. 

Alan Bakke won his case 
charging the University of 
California at Davis Medical 
School with reverse 
discrimination. The Court 
struck down Davis’ ad- 
missions program as un- 
constitutional but said race 
could be used in tailoring 
admission requirements. 

“When | first heard it 
-«Court’s decision), | felt a 
very strong negative,”
